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THE IGNIS FATUUS?

Is Neptune ever the Ignis Fatuus—will-o’- 
the-wisp of the swamp lands—holding out 
the promise of ideal conditions and happiness 
only to retreat as one advances? 

Not if we are “true to ourselves” in every 
respect in the matters indicated by Neptune’s 
department. 

For Neptune by his sign and house posi- 
tion in individual cases shows where we are 
naturally and inherently unselfish—what we 
would give freely.

This department is governed by an im- 
mutable and unchangeable Law, and this 
Law will never deceive or misguide us, 
though we so often, through trying to break 
or fool the Law, deceive ourselves and bring 
down upon our heads much misery.

UNITED STATES 


The financial situation continues during this 
month to be the predominant feature in the 
cyclic horoscope for Washington, D. C. 

Mercury in the Second House tends to pro- 
mote active markets, business conditions, etc.,— 
the free circulation of money—perhaps a trifle 
too free—since Mercury as indicated in the 
Message of the Stars, page of this month’s 
issue, is not at any time during the month far 
removed from an opposition to Neptune in the 
House of Supply. Neptune, which entered the 
eighth house of the cyclic chart of the United 
States late in December may certainly be ac- 
cepted as an indication of some very peculiar 
developments, involving the National Business 
Interests and particularly where such direct 
concern International Trade. Just what the 
people are going to buy under the Neptunian 
influence it would be difficult to say, but Nep- 
tune is definitely a planet of inflation. Apart 
from the economic significance of this con- 
figuration we might add that this also indi- 
cates the probability of a great loss of life 
through public disasters, particularly in con- 
nection with navigation and its destructive in- 
fluence would appear to be most powerful near 
the West Coast. Finally the social significance 
of this configuration may be interpreted as 
inciting to crime and rebellion against estab- 
lished authority. Much public excitement over 
outbreaks of mob violence and attacks (prob- 
ably for the most part verbal), upon those in 
positions of power. It is a configuration that 
releases scandals of a sensational order. 

Jupiter in the department of Foreign Rela- 
tions harmoniously configurates with Saturn not 
far removed with the Second House of the 
nation should be indicative of some very prof- 
itable trade agreements abroad. We say trade 
agreements advisedly because Jupiter is in 
Libra. 

The President, who is not in the instance 
referred to in an individual sense, but rather 
as a symbol of the Representative of the Gov- 
ernment of the country, was under the influence 
of Libra and Jupiter from approximately Octo- 
ber 19 to February 24, which placed those in 
power in a very fortunate position, which nat- 
urally permitted the free and unobstructed 
exercise of authority. We find, however, at 
the present time, and up to June of this year, 
that the government of the United States is 
under a much less pleasing vibration. Scorpio 
and its ruler Pluto, having come into authority 
at that time, February 24, and it happens that 
Pluto is not very happily situated this year, 


although during March he will receive a trine 
from the Sun which may be of considerable 
assistance and enlist some powerful support. 
Yet taking this spring cycle as a whole there 
is a major cross of Pluto with Jupiter and 
Uranus to be reckoned with which may well 
generate some serious conflicts throughout the 
spring months and may succeed in disorganizing 
the governmental policies to a considerable 


extent. 
ENGLAND 


In England we do not find any angular 
positions during this month, which therefore 
may indicate a rather unimportant month, at 
least so far as the Foreign Relations of this 
country are concerned, yet it is probably that 
there may be trouble with the Labor or Social- 
istic elements within the Nation which may 
present the government of England with some 
rather serious problems. Agitators may suc- 
ceed in precipitating a strike, but the govern- 
ment and the ruling powers are in a very 
strong position and therefore we would expect 
such to fall short of its objective. 


FRANCE 


The situation in France should be quieted 
down at least so far as outward manifestations 
are concerned. It would appear that those who 
are in opposition of the government are in for 
a rather rough passage and some drastic treat- 
ment at this time. 


RUSSIA 


Moscow we find under the influence of 
Saturn, the well aspected Saturn, which should 
help to further consolidate the position of this 
country and particularly insofar as the Gov- 
ernment of the Nation is concerned. 


INDIA 


India does not appear to be very much better 
off. Pluto is very close to the cyclic As- 
cendant of Delhi, with the Jupiter and Uranus 
opposition approaching the Meridian. In con- 
sideration of this and also the various cyclic 
charts which we have examined with relation 
to this country, our judgment is that the people 
of India are in a very unhappy condition, which 
is not likely to improve in the immediate future. 
Political trouble is evidently brewing and may 
manifest as an open revolt in the very near 
future even though this might not definitely 
take form during March. The First House 
position of Pluto in this cyclic chart threatens

GENERAL 


1. Wheat, barley, oats, rye and other food- 
stuffs will maintain a higher price level, most of 
them going up in price, milk, butter, rice will 
be higher. Cotton and its product, yarn, etc. 
will go down a little, so also will silk and rayon 
and their products. Sugar and salt will be 
higher. Commercial lubricants such as linseed 
oil, sesame oil, etc., will stay up in price. All 
kinds of spices will be affected by the com- 
paratively higher level of prices obtaining in 
the general market, the prices of wood, coal, 
tobacco and oil and forage will retain a high- 
er level reached last month. The trend of 
prices in general will be higher, although a 
false stimulant will be observed all along the 
line. Silver, copper and brass will be com- 
paratively lagging from the level reached 
during the last month but gold will show a 
sharp spurt upward occasionally, depending 
partly on an important government announce- 
ment after an international agreement had 
been reached. During this month unexpected 
fever, also some diseases of the blood will 
be noticeable. Rumors of war will be heard 
all around. Although this is no indication of 
open hosilities during this year, 1933 and 1934 
will have sown the seeds of war which is due 
in the latter part of 1936. March and July 
of 1936 will be spectacular in the internation- 
al situation, very narrowly avoiding war then. 
But not for a long time. The Grim Reaper 
is due for his share between September, 1935 
and February, 1942, 


2. Mrrror OF THE Sky: 


It will be dark and cloudy on the 2nd and 
3rd of March. Strong wind and slight rain on 
the 7th and 8th of March. Cloudy on the 14th 
and 15th of this month: cold winds accom- 
panied by a slight snow on the 16th of this 
month, 20, 21, and 22 of this month not clear, 
also a little shower and strong winds, 23 and 24 
of this month, a little clearer sky, but clouds 
will appear on the 25th and 26th of this month. 
The last 3 days of this month are rather un- 
certain, but clouds are most likely to dominate 
the otherwise clear sky. 

If there is thunder and lightning on March 
2, then there will be a scarcity of rainfall dur- 


ing the latter part of July and the early part 
of August. If there is a north or west wind, 
then the price of grain will go down. If it 
rains on March 5, then there is a likelihood of 
scarcity of food, which will, of course, raise 
the price of foodstuffs in general. If it is 
cloudy on March 6th, then the price of grain 
will go down. If it is cloudy on March 8th, 
then the price of red-colored commodities will 
be lower. If there is lightning on March 9th 
there will be a scarcity of rain. If it is cloudy 
on March 13, then there will be very little 
rain. If the sky is clear on March 17, then 
there will be no rain between July 15 and 
August 15. If it rains on March 28th, then 
grains in general will be dearer.

CHINA 


It would appear that threats of foreign in- 
vasion may cause great public excitement and 
greatly disturb this country. The communistic 
forces indicated by Neptune appear to be com- 
ing more and more into power as spring months 
advance. However, economically, this country 
seems to be in quite a strong position and some 
very fortunate Trade relations with a Foreign 
Nation are indicated. The affliction of Nep-

Part V 
1933 and The National Crisis

Undoubtedly the American people have been 
frightened out of their wits by the recent cul- 
mination of several decades of steadily sinking 
standards of moral and ethical conduct. Re- 
pentance in sackcloth and ashes has become the 
fashion, and the direst penalties threatened self- 
appointed Prophets of Doom fall on avid ears. 
When men give up their gold, they have long 
before learned to turn the other cheek, to give 
their brothers their cloaks also, and to forgive 
their debtors. This would be quite enough to 
presage the millennium if it came from humble 
and contrite hearts rather than from the lash 
of tribulation. For until humans reach their 
majority in spiritual growth a physical flailing

Grant was re-elected through the American 
voter’s fatuous allegiance to the political shib- 
boleth of, “Don’t change horses in the middle 
of the stream.”

never to have been made President.” The point 
of this quotation is to emphasize the first lesson 
that history has to teach us: That the people 
must master their emotions and effectually dam 
the flow of drivelling sympathy for the fools and 
knaves whom the fortunes of politics hoist into 
positions of public trust and honor. The unction 
of Wilson flows on: “The quiet figure of the 
retiring President began to seem almost at once 
like a figure lingering out of an age gone by. 


lasts no longer than a spanking does a buoyant 
child. Soon they are out again and up to their 
old pranks and mischief. Correction to be 
permanent must come from the hope of reward 
rather than the fear of punishment. And now, 
before the painful lesson of the moment is 
forgotten, let us envisage a reward before the 
rectitude enforced under the discipline of pain 
begins to lag. 

The first thing we must learn is just what 
was it that brought all this woe upon us, for 
obviously we can not correct a fault until satis- 
fied we have it. A resumé of the last six 
decades will most probably yield the key. Their 
four mundane numbers follow:

The honest, simple-hearted soldier had not 
added prestige to the presidential office.” 

Small wonder that neither do historians add 
prestige to a nation when its children are fed 
such Laodicean sop. Compare that sort of 
thing with the clarion voice of discipline and 
command that rings from the present executive 
chamber. The bigger the political head that 
chisels or interferes, the harder it must be 
clubbed. American politics is shot through and 
through with legions of parasites, crawling all 
over the social body, who, far sooner than they 
dream, will be stood before a firing squad with 
no appeal to good intentions-or incompetence. 
Before this nation can claim maturity it must 
teach both knaves and fools to beware of high 
places. Sentimentality for both crime and in- 
competence in government will be utterly wiped 
out, and that bears witness to the continuity and 
glorious destiny which is our inheritance of 
countless bygone races. 

Grant’s second term was a hang-over of the 
decade of 1863. The rigors of Reconstruction 
were subsiding, and internal development and 
exploitation were going on apace. Under the 
rulership of Cancer (its seventh number) all the 
energies of the people were concentrated on 
building up the Home-land, reconstructing 
interstate (family) ties, and burying the dead— 
both corporeal and psychological, all being 
easily recognized functions of Cancer and the 
fourth house. But they overdid it with the 
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constitutional hysteria of the American people. 
With nobody at the helm to steer the ship of 
state, it blew straight on the rocks with its 
money-mad mutineers against the sovereign 
rights of the people comprising as ruthless a 
load of pirates as ever sailed the Spanish Main. 
The Government had granted and deeded them 
all it had. Its till was empty, and every loose 
dollar had been lured out of hiding to disappear 
in frenzied finance, to whose profit no one to 
this day has ever confessed. And the time was 
near when the people would have to pay the 
ticket which the fools and knaves had spent. 

Then came 1873 under the rulership of Nep- 
tune, The Enchantress, and all the people had 
was found to be the stuff that dreams are made 
of. But it was the Neptune in the fifth position 
(Religious Life) that sobered, deepened, and 
sensitized people and inspired a reformation. 
Then there happened the outstanding miracle 
of American history: The election of Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes. And with it the era of Recon- 
struction came to its end. 

Despite the fact that he was a Republican 
and that the country was sick of everything 
“republican,” Hayes was elected by an electoral 
majority of one vote while his opponent, Tilden, 
received a popular plurality of over a quarter- 
million. The miraculous aspect of this eventua- 
tion is the manifestation of sidereal forces in 
the decision. The country was under Neptune’s 
spell. Profound spiritual urges were throb- 
bing in its vitals. Reaction against the whole- 
sale and shameless prostitution of governmental 
functions stirred the people into paroxysms of 
righteousness. Nothing is more dangerous to 
government than to make the people conscious 
of it. Superficially it looked like a Democratic 
landslide could be written up. But it was not 
to be so. It was an instant when the “best laid 
plans of mice and men” were brushed aside by 
the hierarchical rulers of the nation. With 
these wonderful numbers drumming on the 
public consciousness, not “all the king’s horses 
nor all the king’s men” could force the Mate- 
rialist, Tilden, on a spiritually-minded people. 
Obviously it wasn’t a matter of politics at all. 
Sensitive in their souls to the spirit of the man, 
the people cried out for Hayes, the Seer, the 
Prophet, the Moses, who would lead them out 
of the wilderness of degradation, misery, and 
despair into which a debased leadership had 
carried them. 

Three times did Neptune, the mightiest in 
spiritual force of the Major Arcana, appear in 
the octave of Rutherford B. Hayes with his 
new decade of 1876; and three times did Capri- 
corn, the materialist and practical politician, 
appear in the closing decade-year of Samuel J. 
Tilden. Hayes was the answer to the country’s 
prayer for deliverance, and the spirit of him 
breathed his historic words: “I am the end of 
an age.” 

The country waxed fat, robust, and arrogant 
in the half-century of unexampled interior 
development that followed the stabilization 
effected by Hayes. For forty years, «xcept 


for momentary lags while shifting gears, there 
was a steady expansion of interstate trade and 
industry, (at the time, international in a sense) 
arising from the demands of the ever ascend- 
ing standards of American domestic and social 
life. The people’s wants were easily tickled to 
keep pace with production, and export trade 
was simply velvet. The real scarcity of good 
labor inspired the invention of one great social 
boon after another, for which the people 
pledged the generation to come. Then came 
1913 with its violent shift of Religious focus 
to the Venus of Greed and Sensuality. 

The healthy, self-satisfied, over-fed Giant 
looked abroad for further empires of com- 
merce to exploit. Pickings at home were get- 
ting lean. The home-folk had bought all they 
thought they ever could pay for, little knowing 
that they were pikers compared with the gener- 
ation to come, and business stagnated. And 
then first appeared the bedevilling evidence 
than an Economics built on Supply and Demand 
was faulty. Something was wrong with dis- 
tribution and circulation when people used 
corn for fuel, turned the mule out, and hung 
up the hoe. The answer was in the cupidity 
and greed of Venus, the prostitute. Circulat- 
ing wealth was sucked up through profiteering 
and plowed back into the Capital Account of 
Plutocratic palaces and the towering structures 
of Big Business, draining the rest of the land 
of its economic blood. With such examples the 
moral and ethical nature of the people went to 
the dogs. The upper crust of Big Business 
began its  self-propagation in the Under- 
world’s Master-Minds and Big-Shots, and the 
social masses grew callous and played as close 
to the line as they dared. The big time racketeer 
vied with the big-time banker for popular adu- 
lation. They were cut out of the same cloth, 
and cash success, whatever its color, was heroic. 

It is a matter of quite a book to detail the 
world consequences of the Venus-ruled Religi- 
ous Life of America during this decade. The 
emotionalism of Aquarius, the avariciousness of 
Venus, the cold, calculating selfishness of 
Saturn, and the ruthless empire dreams of Leo 
made a Devil’s brew, the dregs of which the 
country has yet to drink. Yet the unfolding 
cycles of the Tarot tell that it will be for its 
salvation. 

The decade of 1923 sowed the wind. Mut- 
able signs have a distinct fatality for this 
country because of the presence of Mars and 
Uranus in Gemini at its birth. Two of these 
appear in the octave of this decade, and a third 
is represented by Uranus. Pisces, the XII 
Arcanum and the denominator of Social Justice, 
Sacrifice, Expiation, and Martyrdom, reveals 
that the masses prayed for the lash of retribu- 
tion. That is not at all fanciful when the 
psycho-analysts assure us that the masochistic 
instinct is behind the selfishness of worry, 
anxiety, and foreboding. The negative units of 
society revel in self-pity, vicariously suffering 
the lash of others. It is doubtful if there was 
a night roisterer or financial reaper in all of 
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wild and woolly New York City who didn’t 
grow thoroughly sick of himself and all of it 
before the decade was done. Hence the seed 
of national salvation is in the secret panic of 
the hearts of those who rode to death and de- 
struction on the Horseman’s back (fifth num- 
ber) who rides to dizzy falls those who do not 
know his gaits. 

One side of Sagittarius is the arch Gambler. 
It is the patron of those who take “fliers” on 
all planes of Being: The Seer who retreats into 
the spiritual world for wisdom and guidance; 
the Genius who draws upon the Oversoul for 
his formulas of space-time continuum; and the 
office-boy who bets his dollar at the lobby 
newsstand on the long-shot “Neverwon”; all 
respond to the Archer’s field of electro-mag- 
netism which shoots the works with rarely a 
reclaimed arrow. That great movie “The Con- 

uerors” depicts what happened when in 1927 
aturn jogged along for a two-and-a-half years 
ride on the Horseman’s back. The gambling 
fever went cold, and so did many firesides and 
stacks throughout the land which it had kept 
smoking. It was the weirdest period of na- 
tional hallucination possible since the last quad- 
rantal race went through it seven thousand 
years ago. We opened our vaults to the world, 
with a cordial invitation to “help yourself”. 
But the Business number, Uranus, foretold re- 
form in that department of national life, and 
the Social number, Capricorn, promised Bal- 
ance and Judgment, and that the Crowd would 
keep its head. And so it did, with telling effect 
in the elections of 1932. 

The accompanying chart for the Equinox of 
1933 at Washington is the key to the ensuing 
decade. It is a most peculiar figure. Except 
for the side issues represented in the Uranus- 
Pluto square, there is an aloofness and concen- 
tration of force which obviously reads as in- 
tense and furious self-integration. Altogether 
there has been too much evil prophecy, qualified 
by ‘ifs’ and ‘buts’ and ‘whethers’ about the 
country’s moral reformation. The country is 
taking its punishment on the chin with definite 
promises of reward for the virtue and fortitude 
of it. And the Uranus-Pluto square just as def- 
initely sows the seed of the debacle of 1943. 
The implacable hatreds of the Radicals and the 
Reactionaries shown in this figure will bedevil 
the nation unceasingly until they finally settle 
it by force—a necessary phase of national evo- 
lution, a mere growing pain. This will be 
discussed more particularly in the next and 
final installment of this series. Enough now 
to point to the sixth and eighth house positions 
of these planets, which are found by the author’s 
CYCLIC LOCALITY DIAL for the true 
meridian of Washington according to his Celes- 
tio-Mundane map of THE WORLD AND 
THE HEAVENS, with all of which the Na- 
tion’s Birth Locality Chart must be juxtaposed. 

Of immediate interest is the presence of the 
South Node, the negative pole of the axis of 
Mass Psychology, (shall we call it “the for- 
gotten man”?) between Mars and Neptune, 


with Jupiter close by, all in the tenth and Presi- 
dential house. Physical Force (Mars), Spirit- 
ual Power (Neptune), Benevolent aw

Capricorn 
will bring greater realism, honesty, and justice 
in administrative Religion. Social Life will 
foment reforms that will put corrupt public 
servants literally on the spot. But it is to 
Taurus that we look for the security of the 
future. The “Regeneration and Temperance” 
augured in this sturdy sign is the certain index 
of the deepest yearnings of the national con- 
science. Hence, in the self-realizing nature of 
prayer, we have our assurance that all is well 
for this decade, we having only to guard against 
the resurrection of former evils. 

The following forecast was privately circu- 
lated by the author in October, 1932. It is re- 
printed verbatim as interesting for-its thought- 
provoking brevities which the limits of space 
have excluded from discussion here. 


NATIONAL FORECAST FOR 1933-42 
Published October Ist, 1932 


The year 1933 ushers in the twenty-ninth de- 
cade of American history. The third century is 
drawing to a close. The year 1953 brings in the 
fourth century and the next two decades will 
be devoted to preparing for it. 

The heyday of “big business” has passed. 
Democratization of enterprise is already at 
work. Over-extended industries, holding com- 
panies and investment trusts will disintegrate 
into more wieldy units for the economic sta- 
bility that such broadened base of executive 
responsibility will insure. Chain stores will be 
taxed to the confiscation point in the interest 
of community development and local enterprise. 
Branch banking will come into disfavor through 
its manifest dearth of community spirit, and the 
local bank will flourish for the security and 
stability which such diffusion of national re- 
sources will naturally bring about. The small 
business-man, the legendary capitalist of the 
the fireside, will have his chance for economic 
freedom, and will win it if he sticks to his 
knitting.

syndicalism overshadows industrial recovery; 
the soldier’s “bonus” will be anticipated; and 
an inevitable liberalization of the 18th amend- 
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ment will divert the “underworld” into enlarged 
depredations in the field of legitimate business. 

Public sentiment will be thrifty, self-centered, 
cautious and cynical. A more realistic insight 
will expose the many fallacies of our economic 
system, and the broader values of initiative and 
competition will be recognized. The speculative 
era is over, and private capital will be kept at 
home. The “law of diminishing returns” will 
enforce many reforms in our financial struc- 
ture; capital returns will be lower, good propo- 
sitions in heavy demand, promotors of dubious 
enterprises will find no “Welcome” on the door- 
mat, and scheming financiers will more than 
often whistle for their money. As this regime 
developes, currency expansion will proceed 
apace with business needs; the ghost of infla- 
tion will be laid because money will stay in 
circulation and not be sucked into speculative 
cesspools. 


ernment. Tremendous and convulsive changes 
are fomenting in the Body Politic, of which as 
yet it is hardly aware. But their repercussions 
will resound in the halls of government in a 
crescendo from impatience to fury. Plutocratic 
principles and honest capitalism will square 
away for a death battle. War-dogs will strain 
at their leashes, but will not break loose; for- 
eign trade will languish; and external loans 
will continue in default. The entire decade 
will seethe with internal discontent and spo- 
radic violence and bloodshed will be experi- 
enced. A new political party will arise, out 
of which will come a dictator to grapple with 
the dire issues of the following decade. 

It is a decade of toil and struggle, grounded 
in a desperate earnestness to regain a national 
conscience and regenerate a decadent system 
of government, The decade closes with success 
in this and with national unity restored.

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Market Forecast 


For March, 1934 


General Analysis 


Just in case you might have overlooked the 
fact, we might mention that we were WRONG 
on the January market move. The “dern” 
thing went exactly opposite to our forecast, 
in fact if you had held the book upside down, 
you would have had it about right—“can you 
beat it’—? With an Aquarian President, who 
in addition has Uranus rising, we are inclined to 
suspect that this good old Game of National 
Politics is being played with “deuces wild”, 
and when Uranus is so completely in control 
one month is almost too far in advance to fore- 
cast market moves, even by Astrology. 

However, judging from the way the market 
has moved since its initial advance (January 
15), the buying Public have not been paying 
much attention to guides. There seems to be 
a disinclination to inquire as to the ultimate 
destination, they only know they are going 
somewhere and prices are going up. Well, 
that is a hopeful sign, also very revealing. It 
proves that people can find money to spend when 
they really want to. 

The key to the January situation was Saturn, 
and his playmates, Mars, Venus, Mercury and 
the Sun. It may seem, to an Astrological 
student, very strange that we should grant 
old conservative Safety-first Saturn any part 
in such a decisive Bull-movement as we wit- 
nessed during January—as a matter of fact, 
that was just the trouble, Saturn was there, 
but he had very little to say. He was out- 
numbered four to one with his arch enemy 
Mars, leading the opposition. Poor Saturn just 
folded up and quit,—Saturn, we’re surprised at 
you. We may expect Uranus to let us down 
quite frequently, but we have become accus- 
tomed to accepting you at your face value. 
We have been told that you never change and 
that you always deliver—well, now we know 
that you can be overcome—but it took four 
of them to do it—eh’ Saturn, ol’ boy. 

Seriously, our error in our January forecast 
was in our judgment of the Mars- Saturn con- 
junction of January 17. We erred in placing 
the emphasis on Saturn rather than Mars. 

In consideration of the Zodiacal position of 
this conjunction we could see that this promised 
a very definite decision and action regarding 
the money question—it was evident that here 
would be a critical situation since Saturn and 
Mars are so sharply contrasted in nature. We 
had been watching Saturn for many weeks as 
the determining’ factor in this economic prob- 
lem. Specific mention of this was made on page 
35 of the September, 1933, issue of AMERICAN 


AstroLocy (period September 19th to 26th). 
Saturn was evidently the key to the prevailing 
attitude of doubt, uncertainty (and more than 
a little fear) with regard to the future economic 
program of United States. Hence any aspects 
to this planet would necessarily directly influ- 
ence the financial situation. On page 3 of the 
December, 1933, issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, 
we called attention to the Venus-Saturn con- 
junction December 21st as indicative of some 
definite move with regard to the Monetary Pro- 
gram. President Roosevelt’s purchase of silver 
fulfilled this expectation, then we came to the 
Mars-Saturn conjunction of January, followed 
by Mercury, Venus and Sun, January 30th, 
February Ist, February 8th, respectively. A 
series of conjunctions which promised to make 
January stand out as the most significant month 
in years with regard to the economic policies 
of the United States. 

From the astrological point of view here was 
a clear case of conflict—a money war—if you 
like—with Saturn attacked by Mars. Saturn 
symbolizing a crystallized clearly-defined price 
structure. If the market is to go anywhere—up 
or down—there cannot be any crystallization of 
prices. Money must circulate if stocks are 
to advance to any appreciable degree, people 
must be in a buying mood, and this rarely hap- 
pens when Saturn is in control of the financial 
situation. Prices may advance for two reasons— 
either because supply is limited or demand is 
increased. When Saturn is in the Second House 
demand is in the natural course of events (and 
necessarily) limited—people pay less either be- 

cause for reasons of necessity they CANNOT 


- or for reasons of thrift, frugality, doubt or fear 


they WILL NOT pay more. On the other 
hand, Mars is a free spender, money to him is 
just something to work with, his philosophy is 
“get rid of it’—then get more. Now when 
these two come to a conjunction what is going 
to happen?—almost anyone could hazard an 
answer to that question—a battle between the 
Liberals and Conservatives—the Bulls and the 
Bears in market parlance—problem—which will 
win? for on this depends the ultimate result. 
This astrologer, and practically all astrologers 
with whom we are acquainted, granted Saturn 
the balance of power—and with Saturn victori- 
ous there could only be one result—extreme de- 
pression, but—Saturn was not victorious—re- 
sult a boom. 

To this reversal of form there were a number 
of contributing factors. The sign position of 
this conjunction (Aquarius was no doubt a 
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factor, also the aspects from the conjunction to 
Jupiter and Uranus as analyzed on pages 27 to 
31 of our January issue, but most important is 
this fact that when Mars hit Saturn, the old 
“Die Hard” had already been weakened by that 
powerful and explosive Lunation of January 
15th—conjunction Mercury and on ‘a grand 
square (from angles) with Jupiter, Uranus 
and Pluto. This Lunation brought forth a sen- 
sational announcement from the government as 
forecasted for that day (January 15th) on page 
35 of the January issue of AMERICAN As- 
TROLOGY, which, however, contrary to our ex- 
pectations, sent the spirits and hopes of the 
people bounding upward as though a charge of 
high explosive had been touched off, thus dis- 
organizing in advance any opposition there may 
have been to the President’s policy. The sudden 
advance of January 15th in response to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s announcement of his “Gold 
Bill” was clearly an anticipatory move (not any 
too well founded on the face of it) which, how- 
ever, did make it practically impossible for the 
Saturnine (conservative) forces in Congress— 
and the Senate—to get anywhere—purely a 
gamble which, deliberate or not, did have the 
effect of putting the fear. (of God) into Saturn. 
After that it was a clear case of “Roosevelt or 
Revolution.” Therefore when Mars and Saturn 
came together two days later, the rout was 
complete. The price structure and monetary 
standard having already been weakened was 
promptly shattered by Mars—the progressives 
met with little or no opposition—Saturn yelled, 
HELP! ROBBERY! THIEF! and all that 
sort of thing, but Mars took his gold just the 
same. Saturn may not be through yet—perhaps 
—we will know more about that in October, but 
at any rate in January he wisely decided that 
discretion was the better part of valor. Clearly 
a case of public consciousness, anticipation and 
opinion dominating a national policy, which 
incidentally furnishes an excellent example of 
how a people under courageous leadership may 
indeed govern themselves. 

We might at this time call attention to the 
fact, that, from the astrological point of view, 
President Roosevelt has so far during his term 
of office evinced an uncanny faculty for timing 
his moves correctly in order to best achieve his 
ends. A well aspected Uranus on his ascendant 
no doubt largely accounts for this. Hence, all 
the aspects to that planet in the President’s 
natal chart will be very significant in national 
affairs. Uranus is Master of the Strategy of 
the “Surprise Attack.” There are two other 
world leaders who have this planet rising, Hit- 
ler and the Japanese Emperor—Mussolini has 
it on the mid-heaven. We feel certain that if 
President Roosevelt had announced his Gold 
Bill two days later there would have been a 
different story to tell, but that “if” is a very 
large word—he didn’t. Just the same we can- 
not but join in the old refrain lately set to 
music—thanks to Mr. Cohan—“What a Man.” 

Our judgment that Mars would break up the 


crystallizations and forms that had been accu- 
mulated under the Saturnine influences, during 
the past four months was correct but our in- 
terpretation of the ultimate results and direc- 
tion of this change as being in the direction of 
Saturn was wrong, in that Mars (symbolical 
of the positive forces) took control and Saturn 
(temporarily at least) “passed out,” this major 
change having been made and the direction of 
the move set, it was quite natural that the move 
should have continued under the successive con- 
junctions of Saturn with Mercury, Venus and 
Sun later in the (Lunar) month, all of this 
being, from the traders’ point of view, a proc- 
ess of consolidating the new position—the new 
(Saturnine) Price structure. 

Now our next consideration is “What of the 
future?” In order to arrive at any reasonable 
judgment of this we must complete the picture 
and trace probable developments throughout 
the month of February along the new lines that 
have been established. At this writing (Febru- 
ary 2nd) the market is still advancing but the 
“Money War” is gaining momentum. The 
transit of the Sun into the Second House of the 
Cyclic Chart (February 2nd) for Eastern U. S. 
points definitely to a great influx of FOREIGN 
MONEY (the Sun specifically rules gold) and 
the indications are that this will continue up to 
the conjunction of the Sun and Saturn February 
8th, here we have another of those critical points 
similar to that marked by the Mars-Saturn 
conjunction of January 17th. A conjunction al- 
ways marks a turning point—a crisis—and al- 
ways the problem is presented—which of the 
planets in conjunction will determine the course 
of events? 

As a matter of fact, the Sun (symbol of life— 
energy) and Saturn (symbol of “Form’’) really 
get along quite well as a rule—each being a 
counterpart of the other—natural partners— 
Saturn (form) must have life (Sun) in order 
to evolve and Life (Sun) must have Saturn (a 
form) in which to manifest, so we may judge 
that the result of this conjunction will be a liv- 
ing (growing—evolving) form, a definite plan 
for future progress will be completed. The con- 
junction of the Sun and Venus February 5th 
may result in some agreement between foreign 
bankers (Sun) and the U. S. Government 
(Venus) on the U. S. money question (Second 
House) which ultimately (under the Sun- 
Saturn conjunction, February 8th) may result 
in a much more definite form and standard for 
stabilization than has been attained so far, 
(February 2nd) ; in fact in consideration of the 
position of the Sun at this time it appears that 
a foreign nation has much more power to de- 
termine and does in effect determine the mone- 
tary policy of U. S. at this time. Just how this 
may be we cannot say. State secrets are not re- 
vealed by horoscopes. However, the keynote 
of the Sun-Saturn contact is achievement—the 
culmination of a hidden under-Ccover or under- 
the-surface development—the completion of a 
period of gestation—the end of the formative 
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period which culminates in the birth of a mate- 
rial manifestation of the forces involved. When 
the Sun (life) goes to work on Saturn (form) 
the form grows, expands, develops without, 
however, changing its intrinsic form—(dimen- 
sional proportion). The form (Saturn) is not 
injured by the Sun as by Mars—“the desroyer.” 
Under the solar influence the Saturnine form 
merely increases in size while preserving the 
integrity of its plan furthermore even as the 
process of growth continues after birth; we may 
likewise except a further expansion of this 
Saturnine form (in U. S.—the National Mone- 
ary Program) following February 8th, but this 
(after-birth) development may be expected to 
be along much more conservative lines than 
hitherto—under strict regulation. 

Economically speaking, it is the natural ten- 
dency of this aspect to establish and maintain a 
balanced ratio between supply and demand. The 
commodity markets in particular should be 
stimulated and quite strong as a result of this 
aspect. It is not until we reach the total Eclipse 
of February 13th that we run into anything 
that looks like serious trouble. 

It must be admitted that this eclipse augurs 
ill for the newly born child—Monetary Pro- 
gram in U. S. or whatever else it may symbolize 
elsewhere. This eclipse may be accepted as indi- 
cative of a withdrawal of the support (life- 
energy) symbolized by the Sun which earlier 
in the month breathed the “breath of life” into 
Saturn (form) with a result that Saturn—the 
Economic Structure—buying public—may go 
dead again—cold ‘and depressed—from which it 
would appear that, figuratively speaking, the 
child is either still-born or may die soon after 
birth. The indications are that the President 
may find himself in a rather bad spot in Febru- 
ary, probably as a result of a manipulation of 
foreign money changers. It is quite probable 
that he may be compelled to heed the ghost 
Bryan yet. We do not wish to be understood as 
forecasting any disastrous collapse of the finan- 
cial structure necessarily, but we may reasonably 
expect some very definite problem as a result of 
this eclipse though such may not necessarily 
come exactly on February 13th. However that 
may be, February 24th should positively be the 
end of this cycle, which commenced in Novem- 
ber, 1933, and we cannot see the present Mar- 
ket trend enduring beyond that date. 


Forecast for March 


The first half of March presents a relatively 
uninteresting picture. The peak of the first 
cycle of 1934 extends over a period of approxi- 
mately six days including the last three days of 
January and the first three days of February. 
What may happen between that and February 
24th is really not important since the cream will 
by that time be skimmed off anyway, by Febru- 
ary 8th, and whether the market tapers off grad- 
ually following February 8th or cracks all at 
once on any of the critical dates, viz., February 
8th, 13th, 18th, or 24th, is one of those well- 


nigh unpredictable contingencies that is largely 
a matter of selection, the decision resting with 
the Market leaders. Between February 24th 
and March 19th we look for a dull period with 
the Market manifesting a pronounced weakness. 
The successive oppositions to Neptune should be 
the determining factor during this period. 
Following March 15th, the Market should 
manifest much strength, there are a number of 
determining factors that may at that time mani- 
fest as a decided advance. The Sun-Mercury | 
conjunction of March 5th places a decidedly 
positive emphasis upon the Second House in 
Eastern United States, which may therefore be 
indicative of certain plans for the stimulation 
of business even though such may not become 
immediately known. This is felt by the Lunation 
of March 15th, which places Uranus in the 
Ascendant when erected for Washington, D. C., 
from which we may judge that progressive 
forces will become very powerful at that time 
and certain radical changes may be made, which 
will have the effect of suddenly stimulating the 
hopes of the American public with the result 
that a pronounced speculative tendency may 
prevail. This is further confirmed by Mercury 
turning direct March 19th, which gives addi- 
tional testimony of a powerful Bull movement, 
which should cause stocks to advance to a 
marked extent in addition to the stimulating 
effect that this will be bound to have upon gen- 
eral business. This configuration points definitely 
to a special interest in all Mars’ stocks such as 
Steel, industrial stocks in general and particular- 
ly such as have to do with Military supplies. We 
might at this time also mention that another 
significant fact is that a new Mars cycle com- 
mences during this month of March—March 
16th, 8:08 a.m., Eastern Standard Time, and as 
it so happens that Mars at practically the same 
time makes a transit into Aries, its own sign, 
where it will be very powerful, we may be fully 
justified in concluding that from the 15th of 
March positive forces will definitely prevail. 
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Daily Indications 


Thurs. Mar. 1—An explosive reaction may 
send the market upward early in the day, 
but it is doubtful that it will be able to main- 
tain its position and may decline decidedly 
toward the close. 

Fri. Mar. 2—Not an important day, al- 
though general tone should be optimistic. 

Mar. 3—A very good day to take 
profits. The majority may do this, but not a 
strong market either way. 

Mon. Mar. 5—A weak market, heavy profit 
taking is probable, closes weak.

Mar. 15—New life, new strength, 
market should forge ahead in a decided man- 
ner. 

Fri. Mar. 16—Continues to hold its posi- 
tion with new advances. 

Sat. Mar. 17—A sluggish tendency, other- 


wise a sudden reversal of public attitude or 
opinion may depress the market unex- 
pectedly. 

Mon. Mar. 19—Pessimistic, probably de- 
pressed to a marked extent. 

Tues. Mar. 20—An active day, positive 
forces regain control. The commodity mar- 
kets in particular may score some notable 
advances. 

Wed. Mar. 21—Strongly speculative, may 
be very active. 

Thurs. Mar. 22—Still going strong. For- 
eign messages may have a pronounced stimu- 
lating effect. 

Fri. Mar. 23—Fairly active and optimistic, 
new advances. 

Sat. Mar. 24—Looks like a pay-off, very 
dangerous. 

Mon. Mar. 26—Opens strong but does not 
look very promising towards the close, may 
close weak. 

Tues. Mar. 27—Opens weak and may be 
quite depressed throughout the day. 

Wed. Mar. 28—If people believe all they 
hear today, prices may advance to a marked 
extent. A speculative tendency is indicated. 

Mar. 29—Not an important day, 
therefore we would not expect any new 
moves of importance.

Our 
judgment is that the market will advance to 
a marked extent. Should close strong. 

Sat. Mar. 31—Definitely optimistic, but 
controlled, therefore, we would expect prices 
to at least maintain their opening level today.

In our November, 1933, issue we called the 
attention of our readers to certain stocks— 
quoting from our November issue, page 10. 

Vanadium Steel—September 6, 1919—A 
good buy at the present time. There should 
be much activity in this stock following the 
first week of November and particularly 
around the middle of December, finally some 
very unusual favorable development would 
seem to be highly probable in January, 1934 
—about January 15th. 

Republic Steel—May 4, 1899—Taking a 
long-range view of this stock presents quite 
a promising picture over a period of several 
years. But this is also a stock that appears 
to be open to some very violent reactions 


possibly due in a measure, and indirectly of 
course, to a certain lack of stability or har- 
mony within the company itself. However, 
this is a stock that can at times rise very 
high in public favor—in a word, popular. 

Republic Steel may be quite strong during 
November and in fact there does not seem 
to be any serious obstacle in the way until 
well into the first of the year. It should score 
some substantial advances during January.” 

At the time this was published, Vanadium 
Steel was selling for 14% and Republic Steel 
9%. On January 21st, Vanadium Steel sold 
for 233% and Republic Steel 21%. 

Again in our January issue, page 36, we 
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called attention to Anaconda Copper, Sperry 
Corporation and A. T. & T. At the time this 
was published Anaconda Copper was selling 
at 13; Sperry Corporation 5% and A. T. & T. 
at 109%. On January 3lst Anaconda Copper 
sold at 17, Sperry Corporation at 9% and 
A. T. & T. at 120%.

PRINCIPLES OF SOUND INVESTMENT 
By Karl F. Wagner

Stocks do not go up—they are put up. RE- 
MEMBER THAT-—stocks do not go up, they 
are put up. Therefore the big job of the aver- 
age investor is to select the right broker rather 
than what he judges to be the right stock. 
After all, knowledge is power. The general 
public buy stocks on hindsight rather than 
through foresight. Hope never will, nor ever 
did, put stocks up. The following requisites are 
absolutely essential to profitable investing. 

1. Your broker should have definite knowl- 
edge of the future prospects of the company 
whose securities you contemplate buying. 

2. Your broker should be able thoroughly to 
analyze the financial statement of that company. 

3. Your broker should have ability to in- 
terpret volume of trading as well as fundamental 
conditions. 

(1) What must the investor ask himself be- 
fore making a commitment? How much will the 
company make next year PER SHARE? Is 
that approximate figure out of proportion to 
the present price of the stock? Has it enjoyed a 
good following in the past and what are its pos- 
sibilities of attracting good sponsorship in the 
future? 

(2) In analyzing the financial statement, the 
question of capitalization is an important one.

Is it large and burdensome, of medium size or 
small? What charges are there prior to the 
common stock and are they being earned by a 
fairly ample margin? What is the company’s 
financial position; its net current assets per 
share; cash and marketable securities; ratio of 
current assets to current liabilities, bonded in- 
debtedness? Then there is the relative position 
of the company in its respective field of en- 
deavor. Is it a leader in its group—a strong 
contender for a substantial portion of business 
in its line—or does it occupy only an average 
position? Another question, closely allied to 
this, is that of the market for the company’s 
product—is it on the wane, static, or does it 
show a healthy disposition to broaden in nor- 
mal times? Is the business conservatively man- 
aged? 

(3) Most important of all is the volume of 
daily trading in the stock in which you are in- 
terested. 

(a) Is the stock in the cumulative period? 

(b) Is the stock enjoying good sponsorship? 

(c) How has the stock acted for the past few 
months ? 

(d) Is the present volume large, small, or 
medium, and how does your broker interpret 
its action? 

(e) Is the stock being distributed ? 

(f) Have the sponsors taken their profits, 
and sold short? 

(zg) Are the sponsors out of the stock en- 
tirely ? 

The daily volume of sales will tell the story. 
Your broker should also be a student of funda- 
mentals. What effect will decreasing or in- 
creasing brokers’ loans have on the market; 
likewise, what will be the effect of varying in- 
terest rates, steel operation, car loadings, etc? 

In uther words, every man knows his own 
business. A good doctor will cure you—a good 
lawyer will win your case—a good broker can 
assist you to handle your investments safely and 
profitably.

NEPTUNE 


Neptune is transit through Virgo 1928 to 1942 
inclusive, will be in the seventh (solar) House 
of those under the rulership of Pisces. Any 
person whose birthdate may be within the 
period given above (February 19th to March 
20th) may determine approximately the 
year of maximum power of this transit in his 
individual affairs, by adding ONE YEAR to 
1928, for each TWO DAYS that his birthdate 
may be later than February 19th. 

The SEVENTH HOUSE influence of Nep- 
tune, upon Pisces, may be doubly powerful 
and of special significance, for the reason that 
as Virgo (present sign position of Neptune) 
is the seventh sign from Pisces, it is also the 
natural seventh house of Neptune (ruler of 
Pisces, we shall, therefore, expect Neptune, in 
Virgo, to coincide with some very definite ef- 
fects (events) in the lives of those born in this 
sign. 

The Seventh House, is that department of the 
horoscope, which governs or has special signi- 
ficance for the “form” of (personal) relation- 
ships, or we might say, it rules the Social Struc- 
ture of the individual life. In pursuance of the 
line of reasoning which was followed out in our 
last month’s (February) issue of American 
Astrology (Aquarius forecast) the seventh 
house being the first of the upper six houses, 
which represent incoming forces or influences, 
we naturally look to this department for all 
forms of PERSONAL relationship. This is 
the department which indicates the personal 
(social) environment of the individual and all 
those with whom he may be personally asso- 
ciated, whether this be one or many. It indi- 
cates what others do to him or for him per- 
sonally as distinct from what he may personally 
do, to or for others. The personal fortunes, 
therefore, will depend to a large extent upon 
the personal reaction to the conditions revealed 
by this seventh house. Neptune as the planet 
of idealism (in this department) will naturally 
tend to focus the dreams and ideals of the 
Piscean individual upon social problems, which 
have to do with his status as a social unit— 
problems of relationship, which place him upon 
a basis of equality with his environment.— 
This includes problems of marriage, business 
partnerships, citizens’ rights (as expressed 
through legal activities) and his personal re- 
lationship to the Social Structure as a whole. 

Neptune may be considered as the higher 
octave of the Moon (material Consciousness)

and also of Mercury (Directed thoughts), for 
it is the planet of INSPIRATION, combining 
both the mental receptivity of the Moon, and 
creative thinking ability of Mercury. Considered 
as the higher octave of the Moon, Neptune 
becomes the symbol of the focus of SPIRIT- 
UAL CONSCIOUSNESS—THE PSYCHIC 
FACULTIES by which man becomes aware of 
forms and conditions in his environment, which 
are imperceptible to the five physical senses, but, 


the significance of this Planet is not wholly — 


psychic. It is true that Neptune symbolizes 
forces, which are very elusive and not readily 
detected by the physical consciousness and that 
through this center man becomes conscious of 
the forms and conditions of the Psychic Realms 
—the Invisible Worlds—but this planet also 
symbolizes a power, by which we become aware 
of any material (physical) conditions, which are 
secret, mysterious or in any way peculiar or far 
removed from the ordinary trend of humanity. 
This is the UTOPIAN URGE that gives man 
a vision and spurs him on to the attainment of 
an ideal condition of life, which may at times 
be so far removed from present circumstances 
as to give little hope of ever being more than 
just a vision. Because Neptune is symbolical 
of forces which are above or beyond. the plane 
of the average, only those individuals and 
social groups who are developed mentally and 
psychically beyond the average, ever experi- 
ence any appreciable effect from the transits of 
this planet. Those who have advanced ideas 
of life, who are strongly individualized—ideal- 
ists—and such as may be psychically sensitive 
or of a mystical or devotional turn of mind, 
respond readily to Neptune. 

In an individual sense this may result in some 
very peculiar and idealistic associations—with 
peculiar people—such as may be highly gifted 
with genius in some form; otherwise deceptive, 
treacherous or heavily afflicted. Through these 
people you may have some experiences that are 
quite disagreeable and on occasion weird or 
uncanny, possibly at times such personal con- 
tacts may be quite inspiring. As a rule there 
is likely to be a very strong emotional stimu- 
lation involved. For those whose lives are 
attuned to an exalted plane of consciousness 
Neptune may operate as an uplifting influence, 
tending to much spiritual progress and unfold- 
ment. It may generate a personal association 
with some person or persons of a high spiritual 
nature—an “Old Soul”—who comes as a 
Spiritual Messenger, into your life to uplift 
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you and lead you to a new spiritual realization, 
thereby contributing much to your spiritual 
progress and unfoldment. Since this seventh 
house is also associated with marriage this may 
tend to bring such a contact to a culmination in 
a marriage, partnership or thru a similar co- 
operative arrangement. If the spiritual quali- 
fications above listed are present and if such a 
relationhip should meet with the requirements 
of mutual purity and honesty, then such a 
marriage might be ideally happy, “the blissful 
union of two who are really mates”. On the 
other hand if the more undesirable, selfish, self- 
deceptive and materialistic phases of Neptune 
are in manifestation, then the shadow side of this 
Neptunian transit might manifest as a treach- 
erous influence. You might find yourself sur- 
rounded by a most subtle form of a secret 
enmity. After repeated experience of being 
betrayed you might be quite at a loss to know 
whom to trust. It might be well to remember 
that as all is within, even so are your enemies. 
He who is deceived must first deceive himself. 
So. your greatest care should be to guard 
against SELF-DECEPTION. It may attract 
to you someone who comes in the guise of a 
friend yet is secretly opposed to you and is 
constantly scheming to undermine you in an 
underhand manner. While this influence is in 
force, you cannot be too severely practical or 
too strictly honest and you must avoid even 
the appearance of evil. Be sure you are at all 
times true to yourself. It is a fact that no one 
| be untrue to the man who is true to him- 
se 

Wherever Neptune is placed, it is at best, 
insofar as material affairs and associations are 
concerned at least, a tricky and deceptive in- 
fluence and specifically with regard to marriage 
might result in some very tragic experiences. 

Those who are already married will need to 
be on their guard against a subtle, insidious 
confidence-destroying influence which is likely 
to sneak in through the back door, like water 
that seeps into a basement—and finally so 
weaken the foundation of your individual social 
structure (marriage for instance) that it may 
be in imminent danger of collapse. Further- 
more, even when the more spiritual phase of 
Neptune is in command we still find that a 
peculiar element of self-sacrifice may be in- 
volved. This is a planet that inclines to strange 
reasons, such as may have apparently little to 
recommend them, from the purely practical 
point of view. There may be some great dis- 
parity in age or circumstances (possibly social 
position) or the marriage partner may be in 
some way afflicted, which does not, however, 
necessarily interfere with the esthetic quality 
of the relationship and in fact, if the sacrificial 
element is sufficiently pronounced such con- 
ditions may only have the effect of intensifying 
the happiness that is found in such a relation- 
ship. In some instances Neptune in transit 
may remove the marriage partner by death or in 
some equally final manner, which however, does 


not necessarily break the spiritual tie, but may 
rather have the effect of bringing the individ- 
uals closer together mentally or psychically. 
The inspiring influence of the Neptunian re- 
lationship is not confined to this world alone, 
but may on occasion continue even beyond the 
grave. 

With regard to your personal actions or re- 
actions under this Neptunian influence you may 
be liable to fraud through your own credulity. 
You are likely to spend a large part of this 
period chasing rainbows. People may be con- 
stantly making promises, which they either 
have no intentions of keeping, or which they 
could not possibly keep if they would—vague 
promises of employment, money, advancement. 
You may be inclined to keep on deceiving your- 
self that you are just on the verge of realizing 
some vast dream, yet ever finding that this good 
thing remains just beyond your reach—so near 
and yet so far. Like the rainbow or mirage in 
the desert, it recedes as you advance and con- 
tinues to remain just a little in the future 
though apparently near enough to keep you 
keyed up to a high pitch of expectancy. 

The influence of Neptune may be best de- 
scribed as tantalizing; in fact, we derive our 
word “tantalize” from the legend of King 
Tantalus, who, as the story goes, offended the 
Gods and by way of punishment was chained 
and immersed in a river to his chin, yet when 
tormented by thirst, and he tried to drink the 
water, it receded. Branches of fruit hung by 
the water’s edge almost within reach, yet when 
he tried to grasp it, these also receded. This 
symbolizes the condition of one who happens to 
be under the afflicting ray of Neptune. The 
remedy is, come back to Earth, and cease to 
live in the airy realms of fantasy. Let your 
motto be: One world at a time. The world 
of facts is cold and cruel, especially to dreamers. 
Live in the present and make the most of what 
you now have and avoid throwing away sub- 
stance for shadows. Try to see things and 
people as they are, not what you wish they were. 
Let your motto be, “Not what I want, but what 
I need.” Avoid courts of law and all legal 
entanglements. In legal affairs you will find 
yourself obliged to deal with subtle treachery, 
manufactured evidence, and all forms of in- 
tangible, elusive opposition. Be cautious in 
your dealings with large corporations, stock and 
trust companies or other predatory interests. 
Thus you may avoid becoming involved in some 
swindling schemes. This particularly applies 
to the late Summer of 1932, and the spring 
months of 1933. Finally it would be advisable 
to have as little as possible to do with negative, 
psychic or mystical manifestations. It is doubt- 
ful that a medium could give you any reliable 
information while you have this deceptive vi- 
bration around you. Always demand proof— 
concrete evidence of everything you hear, or 
think before you act on it, otherwise you may 
find yourself living in a Fool’s Paradise (or 
worse), while this influence is in force. 
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URANUS 


Uranus in transit through Aries 1927 to 1934 
inclusive, is in the second (dolar) House of 
those under the rulership of Pisces. 

Any person born between (February 19th 
to March 20th), may determine the year of 
maximum power of this Uranian Transit in 
his life by adding ONE YEAR to 1927 for each 
four days that the birthdate is later than Febru- 
ary 19th 

The second House influence, of Uranus, dur- 
ing the period mentioned above 1927 to 1934) 
could be expected to make your financial for- 
tunes very uncertain. It is indicative of money 
applied to original, out of the ordinary, pur- 
poses. This would make your personal reactions 
to financial situations and business problems 
distinctly Uranian, which is to say erratic, 
spasmodic, explosive, speculative and totally un- 
predictable. This might give a pronounced 
tendency to gamble and assume risks in a finan- 
cial way. This would, no doubt, generate a 
desire to acquire sudden wealth through com- 
mencing a new enterprise which would be at- 
tempted on quite a large, shall we say, cosmic, 
scale. There will be a disposition to engage 
in business ventures, which bring money spas- 
modically, in large sums, and at irregular 
intervals. Uranus does not favor a_ steady 
income. Business would have to involve an 
element of romance and adventure to satisfy 
you while under such an influence. There may 
be a disposition to, invest (time or money— 
personal possessions) in inventions, or in occult 
activities, otherwise in some advanced form 
of science—scientific research, etc., also may 
be indicative of work on a commission basis, 
rather than at a steady salary. When Uranus 
is well aspected, such speculative investments 
of time or money may prove unusually profit- 
able and while on the other hand, when Uranus 
is afflicted these may prove equally disastrous. 
This is a planet that results in sudden wind- 
falls and equally una¢countable losses. It will 
teach you not to count your chickens before 
they are hatched. You will find that while 
under this influence you will be at your best 
when dealing in large sums in preference to a 
small though quick turn-over. When Uranus 
is in charge of your bank account you may be 
able to manage your finances quite well, if you 
can protect yourself against surprises and un- 
expected calls upon your resources. There are 
two ways in which you may do this; first, do 
not put all your eggs in one basket; and second, 
always see that you have plenty in reserve. 

When Saturn trines Uranus, in the winter 
of 1935, you should realize the best results 
from this Uranian transit. 

Uranus will enter Taurus (your third house) 
June 6th, 1934. Shortly thereafter (August 
7th), it commences to retrograde, reentering 
Aries, in this backward motion October 10th 
and continuing therein until April, 1935, when 
it finally leaves this sign to which it will not 


return for many years. Uranus last transited 
in Taurus, 1851 to 1858, therefore, unless you 
happen to be quite advanced in years (at least 
75 years old) this transit of Uranus through 
Taurus (your solar third house) will be quite 
a new and novel experience. 

This transit of Uranus, through your third 
house, should stimulate, to a degree, your intel- 
lectual powers and expression, it should fur- 
nish you with special and quite extraordinary 
opportunities for expressing the intellectual 
gifts of your sign. It promises assistance in 
this respect through matters ruled by this de- 
partment, which is to say, relations, personal 
writings, etc., or this can also be a close friend 
—one with whom you may become associated 
on terms of closest intimacy, second only 
to a blood relationship. It indicates that many 
such intimate relationships may be formed by 
you during the period of this transit (1935- 
1941 inclusive), and such relationships may be 
formed in circumstances which are in some 
way extraordinary, possibly unconventional. 
Radical changes in your personal environment 
are also indicated by such a configuration, pos- 
sibly an estrangement and finally a complete 
reorganization of your domestic life. Basically 
this department governs private (intimate) re- 
lationship between the Individual and his en- 
vironment—field of activity or Base of Oper- 
ations,—hence, some very definite and radical 
changes in this respect may result from the 
— of Uranus thru this department of your 
ife. 

Uranus symbolizes a very strange and un- 
predictable influence in whatever department 
it may be placed. Its effects are usually very 
sudden and in many cases astonishing, even to 
the person involved. To those whose consti- 
tution and character is such as to offer a high 
resistance to the electrifying influence of this 
cosmic current it may become a veritable Death 
Ray, shattering the physical body, personality 
and environment (according to its House posi- 
tion), as a tree is struck down by the flash of 
lightning. There are a few who know the real 
significance of these mystic words, “Thy Will 
Be Done” and who can submerge the personal 
Will and desires to the Universal Will which 
operates for the good of all—to these Uranus 
may be a powerfully regenerative influence. It 
may bring a new life, a new environment, it 
may open up new avenues for progress through 
establishing a new set of relationships. Uranus 
says, “Behold I Make All Things New”. A 
lesson which this planet comes to teach us, is 
aptly expressed by Goethe: 


“From every power that all the world 
Enchains, 

Man frees himself when self-control 
He gains.” 


You may determine the year of maximum 
power of this third house Uranus in your life 
by adding to 1935 one year for each four days 
that your birthdate is later than February 19th. 
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SATURN 


Saturn in transit through Aquarius (1933 and 
1934) is in the Twelfth House (solar) of those 
under the rulership of Pisces. 

With this grim reflective, unyielding symbol 
of Necessity in the department governing your 
Private Life and Secret Thoughts, such should 
be very deeply buried, effectually concealed and 
heavily guarded. 

There will probably be during the period of 
this transit, many deep dark secrets in your life 
and consciousness known to you alone. Not 
even your most intimate friend or confidant will 
be admitted to this Secret Place. From certain 
points of view this department of a man’s life 
is the Holy of Holies,—a secret chamber in the 
heart into which no other person is ever ad- 
mitted. The concealment is more effectual and 
more mandatory with Saturn in this depart- 
ment, for Saturn is by nature somewhat of “A 
Dark Star.” There may be tragic circum- 
stances of a very personal or private nature, 
hence there may be very good reasons for keep- 
ing this department padlocked in this way. At 
times when Saturn is afflicted in this depart- 
ment he may symbolize a “Skeleton in the 
Closet” (Saturn is often accepted as the symbol 
of the “Angel of Death”). For this depart- 
ment of the life is like a closet or a room with 
blinds perpetually drawn; however that may 
be, this does certainly grant an uncommon 
ability for working patiently, persistently in 
secret to attain a desired goal. This, of course, 
may be quite all right if the motives are unsel- 
fish. This is probably one of the greatest 
problems that Saturn brings in any department 
of life in that he brings us face to face with 
conditions which seem to call for the accentu- 
ation of the “Safety Urge” which if carried 
to an extreme may result in an extremely 
selfish attitude. 

During the period of this transit you may be 
inclined or, find it convenient, to live a rela- 
tively secluded life or it may place some heavy 
(private or personal) responsibility on your 
shoulders which you may carry quietly enough 
without anyone else suspecting that such a con- 
dition ever exists. If one might suggest a rem- 
edy for the unhappier phases of this influence 
we might suggest throwing open the windows 
of this department of your soul and allowing 
the sun, light and clear fresh air of Heaven to 
circulate through it occasionally and blow some 
of the cobwebs out. In other words, “air your 
troubles” once in awhile—let another share your 
burden—confession is sometimes good for the 
soul and especially is this true when Saturn 
is in your Twelfth House. It is likely that 
under this influence you will find that you are 
carrying much “Excess baggage”. Learn the 
art of elimination. 

Another of the more unhappier effects of 
such a transit may manifest as a tendency to 
draw about you many secret enemies who work 
persistently for your down-fall, hence in the 
matter of your social relations a periodical 


“house cleaning’ may also be necessary, the 
usual result however, of such experiences with 
treacherous associates is to drive the individual 
still deeper within himself. This might also 
generate a Secret Fear or Phobia of some kind. 
A good thought for such a person is contained 
in the words of Josiah Royce: “We are secure 
only when we can stand everything that can 
possibly happen to us”. As a matter of fact 
with purity of motive and an unselfish attitude 
you have really nothing to fear. Whether you 
are, personally, religiously inclined or not you 
might profitably read the sixth chapter of 
Saint Matthew. Quite apart from its spiritual 
interpretation and religious correlations the new 
testament was evidently written or inspired by 
a MASTER PSYCHOLOGIST and the par- 
ticular passage above referred to is curiously 
illuminating with reference to all Twelfth 
House conditions. 

It is likely that the unhappier phases of this 
transit were most in evidence during the first 
nine months of 1933, but following September, 
1933, and throughout 1934, you may expect a 
more constructive result from Saturn under a 
sextile from Uranus and a trine from Jupiter. 
As a matter of fact Saturn in Aquarius holds 
the key to success (in a general as well as in 
an individual sense) throughout this entire year 
1934. If it were not for Saturn in Aquarius— 
trine Jupiter and sextile Uranus—these two 
(Uranus and Jupiter) would be at each other’s 
throats in a minute and what a battle that 
would be. For you (Pisces) it might well 
mean the “financial crash” of a lifetime, but 
Saturn is your savior, he will balance your 
books—will, in fact, bring you out with a 
handsome profit—if you pattern your life on the 
plan he symbolizes—‘“In all thy ways acknowl- 
edge Him and He shall direct thy paths”. 

The Saturn—Uranus sextile—will be in effect 
practically all year (1934) and promises sudden 
unexpected financial gain, to an unusual degree 
and in some extraordinary manner (as indi- 
cated by Saturn in Aries previously analyzed) 
and through matters and activities of the nature 
of the Twelfth House Saturn as delineated 
above. This is a configuration which offers 
opportunities for Release from any limiting 
conditions that may have coincided with this 
Saturnine transit in the past, it is an excellent 
and most helpful influence for those connected 
with the church, occult or mystical societies, 
occult research, public institutions, public wel- 
fare, etc. Finally the effects of this aspect will 
probably be most pronounced when Jupiter adds 
his power to the configuration by trining Saturn 
which occurs during March and September, 
1934. As previously explained; Saturn holds 
the key to what would otherwise be a conflict 
and an ultimate deadlock between Jupiter and 
Uranus. Jupiter in transit through Aibra op- 
poses Uranus in Aries, this aspect being most 
powerful during February and October, 1934, 
but Saturn in Aquarius provides an outlet for 
the fire and harmonious expression of the Jupi-

ter—Uranus opposition, and permits a con- 
structure polarization (through Saturn) of the 
forces symbolized by Uranus and Jupiter. It 
would be well therefore for you to study Saturn 
closely and strive by all means to attune your- 
self thereto. Seek an environment which is in 
harmony with this Twelfth House Saturn (as 
set forth above) and strive to work along the 
lines and in the manner indicated thereby. 


JUPITER 


Jupiter in transit through Libra, September, 
1933, and October, 1934, will be in your 
(Pisces) solar eighth House. 

Whatever else you may or may not have, 
you certainly should have an abundance of 
experience under this transit. This also con- 
fers an abundance of Will power and strength 
to endure. This will enable you to cope with 
trying situations quite successfully. This transit 
should also furnish an adequate foundation for 
an abiding faith in the beneficence of the In- 
visible Government of the Earth. Occultly 
speaking this may indicate at least potential 
power and ability to become an executive in 
this Invisible Government yourself, or it may 
cause you to ally yourself with some secret 
society (of a distinctly benevolent order) with 
the ultimate result that you rise to a position 
of wide power therein. We would expect to 
find such a configuration in the horoscope of a 
Leader in an Occult Order. Of course, a 
transiting influence may not produce such last- 
ing effects, altho this is possible, but much will 
depend upon the individual and the personal 
birth chart. Yet from the point of view that 
(there is a time for everything under the Sun) 
we might say this transit marks a period that 
when Pisces individual would be well advised 
to develop any latent talents he may have 
along this line. 

This transit may generate conditions which 
may impel you to seek proof of the Survival 
of the Personality after physical Death. You 
may indeed be granted such proof or you may 
merely accept it as a fact without question. 
To one who has Jupiter in Eighth House, the 
Angel of Death does not come as a Gaunt 
Spectre and symbol of disaster as in most cases, 
he comes rather as an Angel of Mercy, who 
spares us long sugering and helps us painlessly 
over the threshold. Jupiter is at worst a cheer- 
ful optimistic fellow—The man with a per- 
petual smile—we are always glad to see him. 
Even “Death” is welcome when he comes with 
a smile. Furthermore, as this Eighth House 
is the House of Supply (Material supply as 
well as spiritual), then he will most likely carry 
ample gifts for you and yours. Thus a person 
under the influence of Jupiter in the Eighth 
House may be a recipient of a large inheritance 
or of gifts of fortune in some other form. Fur- 
thermore, this is likely to place you in a position 
where you might be called upon to handle much 
money belonging to other people. It is a good 


configuration for an Executive with an Insur- 
ance Company or Trust Company or you may 
be successful as the Treasurer for a large Cor- 
poration, otherwise a partner (marriage or busi- 
ness) may bring you much money. This de- 
partment is significant of all property and 
possessions which are not strictly personal and 
which are held in trust with or for others. 
You would probably be more successful in man- 
aging the financial affairs of other people than 
in managing your own and in doing so you 
might become quite wealthy, but no matter how 
wealthy you might become such money will 
usually have strings tied to it—must have if 
you are to keep it. You should protect such 
money as you do personally possess by putting 
it in the form of Insurance, conservative bonds 
or in trust. The planetary pattern during 1934 
with reference to your solar chart is conducive 
to material success and financial gain but it is 
distinctly unfavorable for speculative enterprises 
or gambling in any form. As previously stated 
Jupiter = opposed by Uranus but you may 
find a harmony and profit through Saturn— 
conservative business policies and investments. 

From October, 1934, to November, 1938, 
Jupiter in Scorpio will be in transit through 
your solar ninth House. In making this transit 
Jupiter forms a harmonious aspect with Nep- 
tune in your solar seventh which may therefore 
provide profitable business connections as in- 
dicated in our study of Saturn and 
should opén up (through Neptunian contacts) 
new opportunities for progress and development 
professionally. These developments will, no 
doubt, be of an intellectual nature involving 
journeys (long journeys), legal affairs, publish- 
ing, advertising and in general public work. 
You should enjoy a large measure of success 
in regard to these matters and also in all af- 
fairs which involve relations with distant lo- 
calities and strangers. The Ninth House is 
the house of “Learning,” Understanding and 
ultimately, Wisdom. Jupiter in this department 
symbolizes a Sage or Counsellor, one from 
whom you may learn much that will be valu- 
able. When this transit comes into effect take 
a tip from Solomon and seek wisdom. “And 
with all our getting, get understanding”. Since 
Jupiter in Scorpio harmoniously aspects Nep- 
tune in your house of marriage, for those 
eligible for such, this might offer an oppor- 
tunity for entering into an ideal marriage re- 
lationship. However, this is one respect in 
which you need not bother to take any advice 
from Solomon. 

With regard to the major transits analyzed 
above the most significant months during 1934 
may be January, February, April, June, July, 
September and October. The best months 
being January, June, and July (the last half of 
June and the first half of July), the other 
months are very powerful but are also rather 
dangerous and call for very careful manipulation 
on your part.

General Indications 


BASED UPON PLANETARY ASPECTS 


Sun Opposition Neptune — March 2nd 
Keynote—Weakness 


This is in both a general and particular 
sense a singularly devitalizing aspect. The 
solar energy (power and ability symbolized 
by the Sun) is diffused and the fire of life 
(enthusiasm) is chilled as when we view 
the Sun through a fog; under such an aspect 
therefore, we might expect pronounced ten- 
dencies to confusion, disorganization, other- 
wise disillusionment, which may result in 
a general air of futility, lack of interest or 
an inability, as a result of complicated highly 
involved situations, to achieve anything def- 
inite or concrete. 

When the Sun opposes Neptune those in 
authority meet with subtle (under-cover) 
opposition; secret forces strive and contrive 
to subtly undermine “the Seats of the 
Mighty”. Deceptive and treacherous in- 
fluences must be guarded against by all and 
especially by those in “High Places”, or in 
positions of power. When we speak of de- 
ception, we also imply the greatest danger 
of all—self-deception. He who is deceived 
must first deceive himself. This is an aspect 
that has brought many a proud name down 
to the dust and this serves more than any 
other to establish the truth of the statement 
that “pride goeth before destruction and a 
haughty spirit before the fall”—an aspect of 
sorrow, tragedy, dishonor, humiliation and 
often irredeemable loss—‘the End of the 
Road”. To some (in accordance with the 
individual chart) this may even mean death 
and for those in ill health it certainly indi- 
cates a most critical period of several days 
duration. (We might at this point mention 
that artificial stimulants might help to tide 
over such a period, for it is also a fact that 
when this aspect has passed, new life will 
return (under Sun conjunction Mercury, 
March 5th). There might be others to whom 
death might have been more kind. 

Publicly, this aspect inclines to mob vio- 
lence, labor riots, anarchistic outrages, crim- 
inal outbreaks and ghastly crimes of a 
peculiarly diabolical nature, political crimes 
and po as may be traceable directly to in- 
Sanity or fanatacism of some kind. Neptune 


is always a symbol of a “fade out”—a mys- 
terious disappearance of some kind and for 
various reasons. Although it is our opinion 
that Pluto probably has more direct signifi- 
cance for kidnapping, particularly when such 
involves violence or the death of the vic- 
tim, it is worthy of note that this aspect 
(sun opposition Neptune) owing to the slow 
movement of Neptune is repeated at very 
nearly the same time in successive years, the 
date of the aspect advancing only slightly 
each year. For instance in 1932, the op- 
position took place on February 26th, and 
was followed by the Opposition of Mars 
to Neptune on March 4th. The Lindbergh 
tragedy on March Ist, 1932, was thus ac- 
curately chartered. 

So much for the part played by Neptune 
from the point of view of the Sun; however 
(as this is an opposition), there must be two 
sides to the story and the other side of the 
picture (from the point of view of Neptune) 
reveals those in authority (Sun) as very diffi- 
cult to deal with and disinclined to sympa- 
thize with distress which, of course, tends to 
intensify the conflict. Hence oppression is 
met by secret resentment with rebellion 
as an ultimate result. Then it is merely 
a question of the relative strength of 
the two planets in opposition. However, in 
a contest of this kind little is to be gained 
by either side—even winners lose—what is 
called for is compromise and adjustment. 
Finally the best remedy for an afflicted Nep- 
tune is probably an application of the qual- 
ities of Saturn and with regard to personal 
affairs this calls for patience, industry, close 
attention to detail, regularity, punctuality, 
practicality and strict justice—tempered with 
mercy but devoid of maudlin sentiment. To 
individuals we would advise, keep your feet 
on solid earth literally and figuratively speak- 
ing. This marks a dangerous period for 
navigation (air or water), power plants fail 
under this aspect, also quite unfavorable for 
Courts of Law and those connected with 
such might find themselves obliged to clean 
up some terrible messes and without much 
immediate success. In individual horoscopes 
this aspect might be expected to present 
problems of the nature indicated above, fur- 
ther modified by the relation which this 
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transiting opposition may bear to the natal 
planets. 


Sun Conjunction Mercury—March 5th 
Keynote—Regeneration 


Solar conjunctions in every instance (re- 
gardless of the planet involved) are aspects 
of power—the most powerful of all aspects. 
They symbolize a new influx of spiritual 
(creative) power at the place and time of 
the conjunction, through and along the lines 
symbolized by the planet involved. Solar 
conjunctions with Mercury (Planet of 
motion—refer to pages 10 and 34 of the 
September issue of 1933 of American As- 
trology) symbolizes A NEW MOVEMENT 
—creative activity on the mental plane. At 
this point an Archetype of a future event is 
conceived—this is the “Beginning”’—incep- 
tion. This mental creation may not however 
necessarily take form immediately, for Mer- 
cury is in itself formless—pure energy— 
mental energy—intelligence, which bears the, 
same relation to the mental body as vitality 
bears to the physical body. The Moon 
is a symbol of form or substance on the 
mental plane and the Moon therefore is 
necessary for the complete manifestation 
(formation of an idea); the Sun, however, 
symbolizes pure life or energy (spiritual) 
which may be expressed through any of the 
three planes—mental, emotional or physical 
—according to the correlations of the planet 
it contacts. 

In consideration of the relation between 
the Moon and Mercury therefore we usually 
find that the solar conjunctions of Mercury 
do not produce immediate results unless they 
happen on or quite near a Lunation or un- 
less there is a very close relation between 
Mercury and the Moon. In fact, if the 
Mercurial conjunction should occur several 
days removed from the Lunation (before or 
after) the immediate effect may be relatively 
negligible. This might be explained on the 
assumption that the power back of the move- 
ment may decrease rapidly unless it quickly 
finds a form to give it momentum. In some 
cases where we find a solar conjunction of 
Mercury preceded by a Lunation we have a 
condition which may be analogous to a pre- 
mature birth, the event indicated by the 
conjunction being brought to manifestation 
prematurely by the preceding Lunation. 
However, unless the intervening period is 
relatively great this does not appear to neces- 
sarily weaken the effect ultimately. As an 
example of the Sun-Mercury conjunction 
followed closely by a Lunation we might 
cite that of March 23rd, 1933, which was 
followed by the Lunation of March 26th— 
the National Socialist Movement in Ger- 
many took form exactly on March 23rd, on 
which day Hitler was voted Dictator for 
four years. The Sun-Mercury conjunction 
on July 30th, 1933 was within five degrees 


of an opposition to Saturn—the London 
Parley broke up on July 27th. Again on 
November 18th, 1933, we find a Sun-Mer- 
cury conjunction with one day of a Lunation 
(November 17th), the United States’ recog- 
nition of Russia was announced on Novem- 
ber 17th. Finally on January 20th, we had 
another solar conjunction of Mercury pre- 
ceded by the Lunation of January 15th— 
United States gold bill announced on Janu- 
ary 15th, fits in the picture and considering 
the relation of the January conjunction to 
other major planets, we might be justified in 
looking upon that particular movement as 
one of vast significance and also in viewing it 
with a certain degree of alarm, for it evidently 
involves dangerous possibilities. It was packed 
with dynamite; however, even high explosives 
may be handled safely—merely calls for 
extra caution. 

This forthcoming solar conjunction of 
Mercury (March 5th) takes place within 
hailing distance of Mars (nine degrees) ; this 
is not in our opinion sufficiently close to 
either the God of War or to the nearest 
Lunation (March 15th), to bring an immedi- 
ate Declaration of War. Nevertheless we 
consider the proximity of Mars to this con- 
junction sufficient to indicate the most prob- 
able nature of the force to be set in motion 
by the conjunction—the nature of the move- 
ment. This might well mark the inception of 
a conflict (Archetype of War), as the con- 
junction is further afflicted by being in 
opposition to Neptune; the tendency to con- 
flict is thereby intensified as indicated by 
the analysis of the Sun opposition, Neptune 
given previously and if and when this might 
take form it would probably be very de- 
structive. However, there is, at this partic- 
ular time, a helpful influence in the position 
of the Moon in an early degree of Scorpio, 
harmoniously configurated with the above 
planets at the time of the conjunction, which 
configuration should, temporarily at least, 
harmonize the planetary pattern. Therefore, 
we might at least judge that while during 
the month of March we may witness the 
gathering of the War Clouds and hear closely 
the rumble of the approaching storm, it is 
doubtful if a definite action will be taken 
immediately. This is likely to be delayed 
until close to the April Lunation (April 13th) 
which takes place in conjunction with Uranus 
and is followed closely by the conjunction 
of the Sun and Mars, marking the middle of 
April as definitely the danger point and the 
time when, if at all, open hostilities might 
be expected. If that particular April con- 
figuration should result in action it is likely 
to be characterized by great suddenness and 
explosive violence. 

We might mention that specifically with 
reference to the United States this Sun- 
Mercury conjunction of March 5th is likely 
to manifest principally through the financial 
department and generate some very sen- 
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sational developments with regard to the 
economic program and policies of this 
Nation—developments which though they 
may not manifest immediately, may eventu- 
ally be quite disastrous unless much wisdom 
is applied to the problem. It certainly is 
not a good sign for gamblers or speculators. 


Jupiter Trine Saturn—March 6th 
Keynote—Construction 


This is an aspect that is very gradual in 
development. While it indicates great po- 
tentialities for progress it need not be ex- 
pected to produce definite results necessarily 
on the day that the aspect is exact, unless 
other configurations in force at the same 
time are in harmony, which incidentally is not 
the case during March. This aspect is at 
present rather detached and its work may 
be temporarily overshadowed by other im- 
mediate developments. However, Saturn is 
so placed this year that it may be accepted 
as indicative of a sound foundation for future 
progress as being in process of construction, 
even though temporary disturbances may 
at times seem to contradict this. 

Jupiter trines Saturn three times between 
September, 1933, and October, 1934. First 
on October 25th, 1933—President Roosevelt 
announced his new gold buying policy, Octo- 
ber 22nd, and United States commenced 
buying gold on October 29th. 

These gold purchases reached a climax 
when Jupiter reached its stationary position 
and commenced to retrograde Wednesday, 
February 7th. 

A very significant point in connection with 
this Jupiter transit that is well worthy of 
mention, is the fact that Jupiter turned direct 
(February 7th), just before completing the 
opposition to Uranus. As previously stated 
this (opposition) is an aspect of conflict—a 
major conflict at that, but cannot be brought 
to a culmination at this time by reason of 
certain conditions which would be indicated 
by the fact that Jupiter retrogrades before 
completing the aspect; however, there is 
every possibility that whatever conflicts may 
have loomed on this approaching opposition 
during January and February, might be ex- 
pected to finally culminate when Jupiter 
again turns direct and completes this op- 
position to Uranus, October 10th, 1934. A 
very interesting illlustration of this fact is 
found in the Civil Strife that has prevailed in 
France during the past few weeks. Indi- 
rectly we mentioned this on page 4 of the 
January, 1934, issue of American Astrology. 
~We based our conclusions therein upon the 
fact that the cyclic horoscope for January 
for the exact latitude and longitude of Paris 
placed Uranus exactly on the ascendant op- 
posed to Jupiter and and on a cross with the 
Lunation (conjunction Mercury) in the tenth 
house (the House of Government). In our 


interpretation of this we judged that some- 
thing very drastic would take place shortly 
following the January Lunation. It is true 
that we did not estimate a Revolution as 
among the possibilities, not having any direct 
knowledge of the conditions in existence 
there, for after all in Mundane, as in Natal, 
Astrology the horoscope is only a chart of 
causes and does not necessarily indicate the 
exact form of the event. Events must be 
estimated purely as possibilities. In the last 
analysis for an accurate interpretation the 
horoscope must be interpreted in the terms 
of the actual circumstances in existence at 
the time, which must be as a rule known 
with great accuracy and detail. In fact, to 
the degree that such knowledge of conditions 
is accurate and complete will our interpre- 
tation be likewise accurate. However that 
may be, it was interesting to note that this 
tendency to Rebellion in France did reach 
a climax on February 7th, the day that Jupi- 
ter turned retrograde. Now as to what will 
happen following the summer months and 
when Jupiter finally completes this aspect 
(in October) really belongs in another chap- 
ter. However, we may be justified in as- 
suming that whatever arrangement may be 
made at the present time is likely to be 
relatively temporary and that the final set- 
tlement of the matter has not yet been 
reached. 

At present Jupiter is retrograding to the 
trine of Saturn on March 6th. This retro- 
grade Jupiter should indicate the process of 
retrenchment—consolidation of position—in 
effect from February 7th, until the time 
Jupiter again turns direct June llth. A 
retrograde planet is like a shuttle of the 
Loom of Time that having completed its 
forward motion moves back that the thread 
of destiny may be lock-stitched, said the 
Time Spirit in Faust. 

“ Tis thus that the roaring Loom of Time 


And weave for God the garment thou seest 
Him by. 
More Specifically this Jupiter-Saturn 
trine promises success to those connected 
with politics, Municipal and Administrative 
Affairs, Public Officials, also Art, Commerce, 


Publishing, Advertising, Religion, Science, 
Explorations, etc.; it promises definite 
achievements along these lines. But of 


course, the individual effect will be modified 
by the relation which Jupiter in Saturn will 
bear to the natal planets and houses, as 
indicated in the individual horoscope. 

The third and final trine of Jupiter to 
Saturn occurs in September, 1934, this should 
complete the pattern—in other words com- 
pletes the structure of achievement com- 
menced when Jupiter first trined Saturn in 
October, 1933, although it may be added 
that the transit of Jupiter into Libra, Sep- 
tember 10, 1933, really marked the actual 
commencement (preparatory work) and by 
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the same token the transit of Jupiter out of 
Libra (into Scorpio) October 11th, 1934, 
will mark the final denouement. When 
Jupiter passes the opposition of Uranus, 
October 10th, 1934, the scaffolding will all 
be ripped away and for the first time we 
will have the opportunity to fully view and 
estimate the results of our plans and labors 
over the past twelve months. The books 
will be balanced and we will know defnitely 
upon which side of the ledger the balance 
may be found and if much caution is not 
used between September 10 and October 10 
(in tearing down the scaffolding), the Build- 
ing may also be badly damaged. 


Mercury Opposition Neptune—March 9th. 
Keynote—Confusion 


This aspect is very closely linked with that 
of March lst, and March 5th, and denotes 
confusion—diffusion and scattering—of the 
mental forces. A lack of concentration and 
a general tendency to inaccuracy in thought, 
speech, writings, changes, journeys, etc., leads 
into complicated situations—traps and pit- 
falls—of various kinds. For a similar con- 
figuration (Sun and Mercury both opposing 
Neptune at so nearly the same time) we 
must refer to February 26th, 1932, although 
the opposition of Mercury and Neptune, 
February 19th, 1933, furnishes a case in 
point when we reflect on the general con- 
fused state of affairs which prevailed in the 
Banking situation during that month. The 
Michigan Bank Holiday, February 13th, only 
served to reveal how hopelessly involved 
and entangled the financial situation had be- 
come. Clearly a case of Mercury, the Mes- 
senger and God of Commerce becoming lost 
in a (Neptunian) fog. Mercury in affliction 
with Neptune and particularly in opposition 
is powerfully suggestive of the old proverb: 
“When the blind leads blind both must fall 
in the ditch”. 

Such an aspect as this would mark a very 
dangerous time for navigation either by air 
or water, and in the material or commercial 
affairs of life, calls for‘a more than ordinar- 
ily careful attention to the practical aspects 
of all situations and a vivid sense of concrete 
or practical values. Only the most intense 
concentration can enable one to pierce the 
clouds of illusion which this aspect tends to 
create and great strength of purpose is neces- 
sary to enable one to pilot a straight and safe 
course through the complicated maze of 
conflicting interests that are likely to be 
contacted at such a time. 

Owing to the fact that Mercury is now 
retrograde and turns direct about the middle 
of the month (March 19th), the net change 
in the geocentric position of this planet is 
only six degrees throughout the month. 


‘ Hence this opposition of Mercury to Nep- 


tune will, in fact, be in effect throughout 


almost the entire month of March and marks 
this month on the whole as being a veritable 
“Man-trap”—at best a tricky and deceptive 
period—replete with opportunities for be- 
coming entangled .(and with disastrous re- 
sults) in the nets of intrigue, which are likely 
to be scattered rather plentifully along the 
pathway of life for the unwary feet of those 
who are too idealistic—romantic, gullible or 
lacking in practical sense. This is the “Gor- 
dian Knot” which must be cut, to untie it 
would be a tedious, well nigh hopeless pro- 
cedure. The shortest way and the simplest 
method is always the safest and best at such 
a time, even though it may spoil some of 
the poetry and romance. 


Mercury—Stationary—D—March 12th 


This is a phenomena which is rarely given 
much attention in a general analysis of plane- 
tary configurations. Yet it appears to be of 
much significance and worthy of detailed 
consideration. This involves a question of 
just to what degree the rate of motion of 
a planet may be a factor in determining the 
power and direction of the forces governed 
by the planet. A distinction between the ef- 
fects of a planet when its rate of motion is 
greater or less than the average velocity 
for that planet seems to be _ largely 
a distinction between “quantitative” and 
“qualitative” energy—we find a very con- 
venient analogy in the amperage and vol- 
tage of an electric current. So far as we 
have been able to observe the effects of the 
varying velocities of the various planets 
particularly the swifter (minor) planets such 
as Mercury and Venus, we find that the 
forces symbolized by the planet appear to 
react more freely—shall we say the energy 
flows (circulates) more freely — as_ the 
velocity increases, whereas the potential 
power (voltage) of the planetary force de- 
creases in direct proportion. On the other 
hand as the planet’s rate of motion decreases 
the potential power increases and attains its 
maximum intensity at the time when that 
planet in its apparent motion reaches the 
stationary point and changes its direction. 
Hence, the stationary planet usually marks 
the definite change in the trend of the forces 
symbolized by the planet. Without, how- 
ever, necessarily indicating the exact nature 
of the new trend the only guide that we 
have in this is found in the apparent fact 
that the new trend is, as a rule, exactly the 
opposite of that which prevailed prior to the 
planet reaching this stationary point. 

This change of trend is probably most 
noticeable in the case of Mercury, inasmuch 
as this planet intrinsically symbolizes change 
or movement in general and its power to 
effect such change is therefore greatest at 
the time when it reaches the stationary 
point. 
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Mercury is the general significator of all 

conditions and events which concern com- 
munication, transportation and relationship 
—the planet of change and exchange—The 
link by which hitherto detached units are 
coordinated in purpose and activity—The 
planet of Commerce. He is the connecting 
link between the “Buyer” and the “Seller”— 
The point of unity between “Supply” and 
“Demand”. When this planet is moving 
swiftly as was the case during the last half 
of January and early in February, we have 
a lively exchange in the Markets of the 
world. This planet symbolizes a condition 
that permits “Buyers” and “Sellers” to meet 
and exchange commodities— Money, the 
medium of exchange, tends to flow quite 
freely when Mercury is moving swiftly, 
hence this is usually indicative of the active 
market in the terms of the stock-exchange. 
Also in the matter of transportation and com- 
munication there would naturally be much 
activity, tending to produce a large volume 
of business for these industries. Further it 
may indicate conditions which might also 
involve certain sensational elements and 
excitement in National and International af- 
fairs giving the news reporters a busy time. 
However, while the changes incident to a 
swiftly moving Mercury may be many and 
collectively may bulk quite large, they are 
individually considered relatively minor— 
losing in power and stability (ultimate signi- 
ficance) what is gained in adaptability and 
flexibility. As Mercury decreases its rate of 
motion the facility with which changes may 
be made appears to decrease and we have 
much less activity of this sort. Yet the 
power en potentia increases in intensity up 
to the point where the planet reaches its 
stationary point whereupon a definite change 
is made. However the forces thus stored 
up are not necessarily immediately released 
in an explosive reaction but seem to be 
rather gradually released in the new direction 
throughout this new cycle and to a degree 
measured by the acceleration of the planet. 

We may also find a very good example of 
this phenomena in the pendulum. As the 
pendulum moves to the top of the arc its 
velocity decreases gradually until it 
reaches the stationary point; when the 
movement decreases to zero the potential 
power (gravity pull) attains its maximum, 
whereupon a return movement in the op- 
posite direction is commenced and with a 
gradually increasing velocity. 

Therefore, this stationary Mercury of 
March 19 may be expected to mark a turn- 
ing point in the affairs of men collectively 
and individually. The nature of the new 
cycle which will last until Mercury again 
turns direct (June 28), will be largely de- 
termined by the aspects formed by Mercury 
at the time it turns direct (March 19). The 
most powerful aspect that Mercury forms 
at this time is an opposition of Neptune. 









It has just completed its opposition, in retro- 
grade motion (March 9), an aspect which 
we have previously analyzed—and again 
moves forward to the opposition of Nep- 
tune, March 28. Therefore, we may judge 
that this cycle of development symbolized 
by Mercury will be of the nature of this 
Neptunian opposition—certainly an aspect of 
conflict upon which we need not elaborate 
here since we have already given a complete 
analysis of this aspect, but we may judge 
that insofar as the United States is con- 
cerned the effects will be felt particularly in 
the financial department. England will prob- 
ably have trouble with her Over-seas Do- 
minions and in addition may be obliged at 
least to approach to a definite break in her 
diplomatic relations with Japan. The Com- 
munistic elements throughout the world will 
no doubt come into great prominence and 
suceed in getting World Affairs and inter- 
national relations badly tangled, while in 
individual affairs this warns against treach- 
ery, deception, etc. We must be much more 
than ordinarily practical, strictly honest and 
discreet in all our social relations and busi- 
ness affairs. The possibilities for making 
serious blunders under such an aspect are 
too numerous to mention. 


Sun—Enters Aries March 21st—2:28 A. M. 
Eastern Standard Time 


Vernal Equinox, 1934—The Solar Ingress 
at the Vernal Equinox is somethirig we can- 
not afford to ignore in an analysis of the 
planetary configurations this month. As- 
trologers, of course, attach great significance 
to the Vernal Ingress and this to all intents 
and purposes marks the beginning of the 
year, astrologically speaking, but we believe 
that undue importance is often attached to 
the position the various planets may occupy, 
at the precise time that the Sun transits its 
point. It is true that this planetary pattern 
does in a measure furnish a foundation— 
starting point—for the developments of the 
year, yet this is the gradual development that 
is extended through the entire year, and 
much more may depend upon the movements 
of the planets subsequent to the time of the 
Ingress. In fact, so far as we have been 
able to determine, the amount of reliable in- 
formation that may be derived from this 
Vernal Ingress chart alone is fairly limited. 
However, it is not our intention to enter 
into any controversy on this point; we have 
been wrong before, but such is our opinion 
and it is offered merely as a suggestion for 
what it may be worth. 

If the Solar Ingress at the Vernal Equinox 
of 1934 for any locality means anything in 
itself, there is one thing that stands out quite 
prominently and that is the fact that Mars 
occupies a key position quite close to the 
Sun. In addition to which, of course, we 
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must mention once more the fact that in 
this horoscope we naturally will also find 
Mercury in close opposition to Neptune and, 
on this particular date (March 21) on a 
cross with the Moon in Gemini. This in 
itself certainly looks like the beginning of a 
sensational year which might be marked by 
much excitement, particularly during the 
spring months. From this chart alone we 
would hesitate to predict War during 1934, 
but it must be admitted that this horoscope 
certainly does not contradict such an as- 
sumption. In addition to which we might 
be justified in expecting some very serious 
Aerial or Marine disaster right around the 
Vernal Equinox (March 21), and along the 
line of Military activity the very least that 
we can expect is a great increase in arma- 
ments and a speeding up of military prep- 
arations by the various nations throughout the 
world. As previously stated with reference 
to the possibilities of War, the month of 
April would seem to be most critical insofar 
as gthe immediate future is concerned. It 
must also be admitted that so far as we 
have been able to determine through such 
research as we have made in the matter, the 
Major Configurations of 1934 do not appear 
to favor a Major conflict. Therefore if there 
should be open hostility it will probably be 
localized in those Nations directly affected 
by the various martial aspects and of rel- 
atively short duration. The month of April 
certainly looks dangerous in view of the 
fact that Uranus is so powerfully stimulated 
at that time which may incite some nations 
directly under the influence of the April 
Lunation to start something, in which case 
it might be quite violent and destructive. 
This influence appears to be focalized in 
the Far East. England may have serious 
trouble with India which might involve a 
personal attack upon someone in authority. 
With regard to Russia and Japan, if these 
two nations do come to grips we may expect 
Russia to take the initiative and open the 
offensive. It looks mighty bad for Japan 
during the spring months. 


Venus Trine Jupiter—January 4th 
Keynote—Popularity 


This is a helpful influence upon business 
and financial affairs. It promotes freedom 
and liberality in exchange. Very favorable 
expecially for entertainment and amusement 
enterprises and for social events. Excellent 
for those in public life inclining to wide 
popularity—the admiration and even adula- 
tion of the multitude. It may bring to the 
fore some popular Idol and He who makes 
a bid for public favor at this time may score 
a signal triumph. It augments charm of 
expression and of manner. It is most help- 
ful to artists, actors, writers, and public 
speakers. 


Mercury Opposition Neptune—March 28th. 
Keynote—Confusion. 


This is a repetition of the Mercury- 
Neptune opposition of March 9th, and in- 
dicates therefore a recurrence of conditions 
prevailing at that time. Refer to the analy- 
sis of this aspect given previously. 


Venus Conjunction Saturn—March 30th. 
Keynote Sacrifice. 


The conjunction of Venus-Saturn appears 
to have the effect of focalizing, concentrating 
and intensifying the attractive power of 
Venus, and strengthening to a correspond- 
ing degree the possessive urge of both 
planets. This says nothing about what may 
be attracted or what we may seek to possess. 
In fact, the conjunction in itself is an aspect 
of power only and does not indicate neces- 
sarily the form in which this power may 
manifest. If the higher phases of both 
planets manifest we have an exalted sense of 
duty; a rigidly conscientious devotion to an 
ideal and unimpeachable integrity. Carter 
in his excellent text, “Astrological Aspects” 
informs us that he has found that contacts 
between Saturn and Venus often produce 
“Spiritual Beauty” born of material hardship 
and the absence of the ordinary pleasures 
of life—“Pleasure which is willingly rejected 
in the interests of some ideal”—‘“a burden 
which is carried gladly” and finally he quite 
aply characterizes, this contact as sym- 
bolizing a sort of “Spiritual Marriage”. A 
better analysis of the higher potentialities of 
the Venus-Saturn conjunction could scarcely 
be found. However, there is also a 
darker side to be considered and we also 
may find that if the more selfish tendencies 
of both planets prevail, such an aspect may 
produce mean jealousy, greed and extreme 
possessiveness that literally strangles the life 
out of love; puts the veil over the face of 
beauty so that no one else may desire it; and 
in a word frowns on Human happiness and 
stops all progress. Much, of course, depends 
upon the aspects which the conjunction may 
receive from other planets at this time and 
in this instance, since Venus and Saturn 
will be very close to a harmonious aspect 
with both Uranus and Jupiter and devoid 
of affliction, we may expect the conjunction 
to manifest the more unselfish tendencies of 
Venus and Saturn in most cases. This 
should therefore promote constructive asso- 
ciations, harmonious and permanent settle- 
ments of important matters toward the end 
of March and will do much toward mitigat- 
ing the evils incident to any afflictions that 
may. be in force at this time. In fact, when 
Venus-Saturn get together on a harmonious 
basis, Mars has quite a tough job getting the 
fires of strife to burn at all.

FIRST WEEK 
March ist to March 8th 


Sun opposition Neptune (March 2nd) in- 
dicates a difficult period of a few days dura- 
tion extending over the last week of Febru- 
ary and the first three or four days of March 
with emphasis on the department of health 
and employment.

This might further 
incline some rather peculiar journeys, you 
might possibly even do a disappearing act un- 
der such an influence and sort of “Fade out of 
the picture” for a time. Whatever may be the 
cause it will be in the last analysis, most 
likely traceable to the whimsical influence of 
this Third House Neptune, which will be 
brought to a focus by this solar transit during 
the first week of March. It behooves you to be 
very cautious in all of these matters and above 
all you should know that an opposition is an 
aspect that primarily calls for cooperation which 
is based upon mutual confidence and trust, 
which is in turn based upon mutual understand- 
ing. 

The Sun conjunction Mercury March 5th, is 
likely to mark the culmination of this influence 
and in fact it is likely that it will be under this 
conjunction that the contracts referred to above 
may be made. 

Jupiter, which completes a trine to Saturn 
(by retrograde motion) on March 9th, is indi- 
cative of harmonious and profitable position in 
life whether this may refer to your domestic 
environment or your field (professional) of 
activity—perhaps both—and indicates quite sat- 
isfactory circumstances so far as your immedi- 
ate environment is concerned. Of course, it 
must be remembered that this is a major tran- 
sit and does not necessarily apply specifically to 
the month of March but is extended over a 
period of several months, almost a year, in fact.

In Ancient Mythology Jupiter, 
Zeus, was the “Guardian of the Rights of 
Strangers,” therefore during the period of this 
transit we would expect the “Welcome” sign 
to be permanently displayed over your threshold 
and it may be your good fortune to entertain 
many people who would contribute much to 
your security of position in life. Furthermore, 
this also promises profit for investments in real 
estate, houses or mines. 


SECOND WEEK 
March 8 to March 15 


During this week we find more or less of a 
continuation of the Neptunian influence of the 
preceding week with your Neptune stimulated 
by the exact opposition from Mercury (March 
9th). This should be accepted as indicative of 
some very strange messages, some of which 
may result in much happiness or equally great 
misery, that depends on where they come from, 
but most important is your reaction thereto. A 
very good rule when under such an influence is 
to say nothing when you have nothing to say. 
This also indicates some special development 
involving a journey which may or may not be 
successful according to how well you plan the 
journey. It is most important that you know 
exactly where and why you are going and 
that you have a good understanding of the 
spirit of cooperation. 


THIRD WEEK

During the past month, since early in Febru- 
ary, Mars probably has been stirring up consid- 
erable opposition in your department of public 
life and public relations in general. Just to what 
extent Mars has succeeded in being construc- 
tive or otherwise may be determined when he 
makes his transit into Aries (your solar Tenth 
House) following March 14th. This should 
mark the test of your position and the inherent 
strength of your structure of achievement.

FIRST WEEK

Therefore, when at this time you find the pres- 
sure applied (by the Sun) from the house of 
partnerships, don’t be unduly disturbed—he 
won't hurt you. If new personal responsibilities 
are presented, accept them even though they 
may appear—as they no doubt will—quite un- 
just—you probably wouldn’t know Justice if 
you met her now, anyway, and certainly if you 
trust your emotions in this matter you may 
make a serious error. Your problem is to get 
the other fellow’s point of view and the other 
fellow in this case is the Sun in the seventh 
house—a very good sort. He is worthy of your 
most careful consideration, but you may as well 
know neither will he stand for any of that 
Neptunian “Monkey Business”—all he asks for 
is a square deal and if you give it you will get 
it—“pressed down and running over.” 

The conjunction of the Sun and Mercury 
(March 5th), will no doubt serve to bring the 
seventh house influences, attributed to the solar 
transit, to a climax in the form of some very 
definite development or change. Although this 
need not in any sense be a final consummation 
it should mark rather the nature of a commence- 
ment of some association—possibly a new per- 
sonal contact, otherwise a closer contact with 
someone whom you have known for some time. 

Jupiter in transit through your solar second 
house (September, 1933-October, 1934), is 
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certainly an indication of financial success and 
increase of expenditures. However, you can- 
not spend what you do not possess (or certainly 
you should not) and therefore this also, by 
the same token, calls for increase of income, 
and when Jupiter completes a trine to Saturn 
in your solar sixth house as during this first 
week of March, we would naturally expect a 
very marked improvement in your employment 
and health conditions. An improvement which 
should result in greater security of fortune in 
these matters. 


SECOND WEEK 
March 8 to March 15 


The seventh house influences of the preceding 
week are here carried through and further 
accentuated by the opposition of Mercury to 
Neptune (March 9th). If there is going to be 
any disagreement or argument between you 
and your present associates this would be the 
time that it would be most likely to develop. 
It would appear from this opposition that some- 
one may be inclined to express himself freely 
to. you and about you and he won’t go “back 
stage” to do it either. Of course, this need not 
necessarily be unfriendly criticism unless you 
merit criticism through some of these Neptun- 
ian qualities referred to previously. However, if 
the unfriendly qualities of the two planets 
should manifest this, opposition may precipitate 
many petty disputes, arguments and quarrels 
and in extreme cases when the issues involved 
are sufficiently important it might even result 
in a law suit, in the course of which both 
parties will make all sorts of wild statements 
and absurd charges and accomplish very little 
for themselves, although it might prove quite 
profitable for the lawyers who handle the case.

This should bring 
you in personal contact with intellectual people 
who may be very helpful and instructive—if 
you listen. It may be that from your point 
of view at present they “just don’t talk sense,” 
but listen anyway—it is often true that “out 
of the mouths of babes comes wisdom.” 


THIRD WEEK 
March 15 to March 23 


Mercury stationary and turns direct on the 
20th of March indicates a change in the mat- 
ters incident to Mercury as indicated for the 
preceding week and may indicate, relatively 
speaking, the passing out of your life of that 
Mercurial influence. Please understand this 
does not imply necessarily the passing of a 
person, it merely means a let-down on the talk 
—a little less conversation.

FIRST WEEK

“take sides”—safely—because both sides (ex- 
tremes) are probably wrong. 


Jupiter complete (by retrograde motion) a 
trine to Saturn at this time (March 6th) and 
while this is a major aspect which operates over 
an extended period and may not necessarily 
be very effective (outwardly) just now is yet 
a guarantee of ultimate success and security 
if you will ignore the relatively petty (tem- 
porary) disturbances and annoyances of the 
present and will keep your consciousness fo- 
cused upon the larger issues of the future.

Mars has been in transit through your FIRST 
HOUSE (solar) during the past few weeks 
and has no doubt been a powerful stimulant and 
an energizing influence, but also rather danger- 
ous.
